BRITISH R E G A IN ................................... 
BY J. W. T. MASON (Form er London 
Correspondent for the United Press.) 
NEW YORK, Dec. 12.-—The differ­ 
ence in the accomplishments of Brit­ 
ish naval forces when efficiently and 
inefficiently handled is aptly illustrat­ 
ed by a comparison of the results of 
fighting off the South American coast 
in one case on the Pacific and the oth­ 
er on the Atlantic side. 
. The trapping of Admiral Von Spee’s 
German cruiser squadron off the Falk­ 
land Islands was not only a rem ark­ 
able piece of strategy but it was also 
the result of unprecedentedly rapid 
and secret action by the British naval 
authorities, following the sinking of 
tile cruisers Good Hope 
and 
Mon­ 
mouth oil Chile. 
The conflict’s lesson hears out the 
touching of all 
naval 
engagements 
since the present war began—that a 
warship in battle is either absolutely 
safe or is a death trap, depending on 
the range. 
This coupled with weight of metal 
and speed, and the fact that an en­ 
gagement' may be compelled at will, 
is the important factor In naval war­ 
fare. notwithstanding the occasional 
spectacular exploits of submarines. 
Naval strategy consists in out-rang­ 
ing the enemy. 
The British admiralty, under Lord 
Fisher’s direction, has 
demonstrated 
its ability to do this and to do it with 
remarkable rapidity and efficiency. 
.Not only the encounter off tho Falk­ 
land Islands, but also 
the 
strategy 
which preceded it, restores its good 
name to Great Britain's sea power. 
Admiral Sturdee’s diagonal voyago 
across the Atlantic and his destruc­ 
tion of Von Spee’s squadron are ac­ 
complishments in keeping with the 
brightest of British naval traditions.

The bulletin {mints out

the most effective efforts for its con­ 
trol must be directed toward its pre­ 
vention. 
T he most im po'tant means 
for preventing scarlet fever epidemics, 
consist, first, in the early recognition 
of the cases as they occur, and, sec­ 
ond, in a thorough isolation of those1 
who are sick. 
A child au k with scar­ 
let fever does not transmit the dis- 
east if he or she is completely iso­ 
lated, and this isolation must be car­ 
ried out for a period of not less than 
six weeks, and longer if tho mucous 
membranes of the throat 
and 
nose 
are not 'thoroughly healed by that 
time. 
Safe and thorough isolation in 
the home is difficult to accomplish, 
and in overcrowded cities almost im­ 
possible so the public health t e n leo!

distance train must have been a heavy 
loss, as it depended mostly on. through 
travel, which would often be 
small. 
Such trains are a dead weight on the 
revenues of a road, and tend to pre­ 
vent the public from getting the ser­ 
vice w hich it needs for ordinary short 
distance travel. 
The railroads will give the best ser­

Interesting Copper Statistics 
From the report of the United ’States Geological 
Survey on the copper production in 1913 the En­ 
gineering and Mining World has taken the following 
statistics: 
The 36,361,101 tons of copper, copperhead, and 
copper-zinc ores mined contained 1,214,948,440 lbs. of 
copper, or an average of 1.67 per cent, as compared 
with 1.70 per cent for 1912. If the Michigan output 
be excluded, the yield of the remaining copper ores 
was 1.84 per cent in 1913, as compared with 2.06 
per cent in 1912 and with 2.30 per cent in 1911. 
In 1913 a total of 36,336,682 tons of copper ores 
produced 1,213,247,830 lbs. of copper, or an average 
yield of 1.67 per cent copper, aud 24,419 tons of 
copper-lead and copper-zinc ores produced 1,710,610 
lbs., or an average of 3.51 per cent copper. 
The 
5,290,310 tons of smelting ore yielded 445,709,990 lbs. 
of copper or an average of 4.22 per cent, as compared 
with 4.45 per cent in 1912 and with 4.66 per cent for 
1911. The 31.046,372 tons of concentrating ore yield­ 
ed 753,725,065 lbs. of copper, or an average of 1.22 
per cent, as compared with 1.26 per cent for 1912. 
Excluding the ores from Michigan, which yielded an 
average of 0.97 per cent in 1913, the concentrating 
ores from the remainder of the United States yield­ 
ed an average of 1.29 per cent, as compared with 
1.41 per cent in 1912. 
There has been a marked decrease in the tenor 
of copper ores treated during the last 8 years, tile 
average yield dropping from 2.50 per cent in 1906 
to 1.67 per cent in 1913. 
The average yield of the 
smelting and tile 
concentrating ores, 
considered 
separately, shows less change, the decrease in the 
average of total ores oeing due in part to a relative 
increase in the tonnage of concentrating ores. 
Of the important copper-producing states Alaska 
yielded the highest grade of ore in 1913, the average 
yield being 7.98 per cent copper; California was sec­ 
ond, with 3.79 per cent; Arizona was third, with 
2.69 per cent; Montana was fourth, with 2.68 per cent 
and Tennessee, Nevada, New Mexico and Utah fol­ 
lowed in the order named. Of the states producing 
an important quantity of smelting ore Arizona had 
the highest yield with 5.45 per cent followed by 
Montana with 5.22 per cent, Alaska with 4.35 per 
cent, California with 3.79 per cent and Utah and 
Tennessee with 1.94 and 1.49 per cent respectively. 
In the yield from concentrating ores Montana took 
first rank with an average of 2.21 per cent, followed 
by Arizona, with 1.41 per cent; New Mexico, 1.33 
per cent; Nevada, 1.02 per cent; Michigan. 0.97 per 
cent; and Utah, 0.75 per cent. Unusually high-grade 
ores were concentrated in Alaska, averaging 13.31 
per cent. Since 1908 the average recovery from con­ 
centrating ores bas decreased from 1.48 per cent to 
1.22 per cent. 
In 1913 copper ores yielded 207,064.63 ozs. of gold 
and 18,250,253 ozs. of silver, or an average of 0.0057 
oz. of gold and 0.502 oz. of silver per ton. The total 
value of the gold and silver content of copper ores 
was $15,303,559, an average precious-metal value of 
42 cts. per ton. 
In 1912 copper ores yielded 0.0073 
oz. of gold and 0.517 oz. of silver per ton, an average 
precious-metal value of 46.8 cts. per ton. Exclusive 
of that portion of the Michigan ores from which the 
silver was not recovered, the average precious-metal 
content in 1913 was 49 cts. per ton of ore, as com­ 
pared with 62 cts. in 1912 and with 67 cts. in 1911. 
Exclusive of the Michigan ores that did not yield 
silver, there was still included considerable ore from 
which the gold and silver values were not recovered 
—namely, that producing the casting copper from the 
Morenci-Metcalf district, Arizona, and to a slight ex­ 
tent from other districts. 
This casting copper was 
not electrolytically refined, and consequently the 
precious-metal values were not recovered from it. 


Troubles in Oil Fields 
The following communication pertaining to the oil 
Industry of California has been submitted to The 
Financial News from a well known oil men of Los 
Angeles and who knows the oil game from its infancy 
be having engaged in it a great fnany years ago. 
His suggestion that the Governor appoint an oil 
Inspector one who is thoroughly practical to whom 
all producers should report is a thought for the 
consideration of all oil men. 
The communication 
follows: 
Editor Financial New's: 
“W ater troubles in tile Northern California oil­ 
fields have been the subject of much talk among 
producers for a long time and I have thought it 
might not be amiss to say a few words on the sub­ 
ject of general interest to the operating public on 
the drilling and operating of oil wells. Mother earth 
has given the operators of California as fine a capping 
overlying the different oil stratas as can be found 
anywhere in the United States and yet the North­ 
ern oil fields are cursed with water troubles, wells 
and surrounding territory destroyed, companies and 
private owners made bankrupt. 
Now 
there 
must 
be some underlying cause for this state of affairs. 
I therefore 
submit 
a 
few questions for consid­ 
eration. 
Why is it we hear of no trouble when the casing 
is landed in a well drilled by a rotary bit? 
Why is it you hear of so much trouble when the 
rasing is landed in a well drilled by standard tools? 
Why is it you drill with a flat bottom bit (or ream­ 
er) instead of a chisel bit? 
Why set your casing in a bed of sand pounded in 
with a sledge hammer (reamer) instead of a perfect 
hole drilled in with chisel bit 
Why pound the rock into mud and then cement it 
up again to prevent your casing from leaking? 
Why spend three days pounding a hole through 
three or four feet of shaley sand with a sledgeham­ 
mer (reamer) when you can drill through with a 
sharp chisel bit in three or four hours? 
Why is it we have better steel wire cables today 
than ever before and yet have more complaints of 
breakage, lost tools, fishing 
jobs, 
sidetracking of 
tools, etc? 
Why is it that a drilling cable nearly always 
breaks or strands at or near the rope-socket carry­ 
ing only the 2000-lb. tools instead of at the temple 
screw carrying its own Aveight and tools 7000 to 
8000 lbs? 
Why is it that a cable should drill from three to 
five thousand feet and so many 
are 
broken 
or 
strained and made useless at from three to five 
hundred feet, the tools last, with fishing jobs, side 
tracking, etc? 
With new methods, new combinations of metal, 
we are receiving better cables than ever before. Why 
are so many wells after being drilled into the oil 
sand practically ruined by loading down with water 
to hold the pressure when we have oil savers, gate 
valves, casing heads and all the accessories to pre­ 
vent the tools being forced out or your well ruined 
by water forced into the sand by incompetents? 
Why is it not better to not drill at all than to 
risk your venture with an incompetent 
A string of sucker-rods in a 2000-foot well weighs 
practically six thousand pounds and the well pumped 
at twenty strokes per minute on a two-foot stroke 
equals a weight of 60 tons per minute or 3600 tons 
per hour and 86,400 tons in 24 hours. Is it economical 
to balance up your walking beam or not. Which 
causes the greatest breakage of sucker-rods. a bal­ 
anced or unbalanced power and which causes the 
greater wear and tear on belts and machinery a 
balanced or unbalanced power? 
Is it economical to lay your steam lines on or 
under the ground exposed to tile cold and wet wea­ 
ther now' approaching or should they be boxed and 
the exposed ends felted? 
Are you using scientific principles in firing your 
boilers, with or without bridge walls, dampers in 
smokestack, furnace doors open or shut, according 
to the fuel used? 
In fact have you made a real 
scientific study of the business so as to make a 
success for yourself or the company and the stock* 
holders who put their cash in to assist in making 
the enterprise a success. 
Does it require the same amount of brains, ex­ 
perience and good judgment to handle an oil prop­ 
erly as it does to run a bank, a mercantile establish­ 
ment or manufacturing plant? If the same care and 
experience exercised in the operating of oil prop­ 
erties w’as asked as in banking and other business, 
would California be producing eight or nine millions 
of barrels of oil per month or a much larger amount 
if all properties were properly managed? 
Would it be to the best interest of every producer 
of oil and to the State at large to have a law passed 
whereby every producer should be compelled, under 
heavy penalty, to report to some man appointed by 
the Governor that lie may lie on the ground to see 
that the casing is properly set in a perfectly drilled 
seat, with a standard bit reamed perfectly without 
breaking the rock and the shoe forced tightly into it? 
I* it good policy to seat your casing properly and 
then pound the bottom out with a sledge hammer 
(reamer) destroying the seat? 
Why pound a hole 
in the capping overlying tile oil sand with a sledge­ 
hammer (reamer) for the purpose of cementing it up 
again to prevent leaks? Why not do the work right 
the first time? These questions are open to criticism 
and criticism is requested by AN OLI) TIM EH.
